With difficulty the raft was gotten safely
into Ontonagon and the Mow, whose
boilers were leaking, came to Houghton
for repairs and to get the Shelden to help
bring the raft to the canal.

The logs are sawed up Into suitable
lengths, a length imt into a lathe, ami
long knlfo U pressed against It, taking off
a snuving auouc an eighth oi an lacb
thick, mora or loss, acoordlnir to ti mu
to bo made of It This long shaving, or
uouru, is meu cut into smaller pieces and
put awuv in racks to drv. for the tnm
cut up when green, it being Impossible to
oiwii mem. uiiennc-- aroariou. Although

they grow In the deert and look pnrchod
io mo cyo, mey are run or wntor and
weigh so much when green that they sink
In tho wuter. Tho poorer quality of the
yucca Is cut un into narrow string, which
are fastened around young fruit trees to
protect mem from sunburn and the at-
tacks of rabbits, for which nurnoHa thnv
are found to answer admirably, and a groat
many oi mem are usoa. uut the use or
this material, upon which tho greatest hope
oi ultimate prone is based, is for splluts,
for which it Is much better odupted than
any other material used, as well as being
cueupor. ixs Angcies journal.

HARD TO BUY DIAMONDS.

la South Africa a Permit as Well as
Money Is Necessary.

Tho laws pertaining to diamonds In tho
fields of Soutn Africa have become very
stringent. It is illegal to own a diamond
unless one Is a claim holder or a Hocused
buyer. If a private Individual wishes to
purchase a Btouo or two for himself, ho
must llrst obtain a permit from the au
thorltlos.

Theso precautions will be seen to be
necessary, becmino tho value of the dia-
mond, its portability, the faculty with
which it can Ite concealed and tho uncer
tainty regarding Its existence make it a
source of tempatlon to dishonesty among
all classes. It Is therefore against tho law
for any one, even if a licensed buyer, to
purchuso a diamond from any ono not a
claim holder unless he can produce a
permit

Iho law has bocomo so stringent and the
detective force so octivo that terror lias
stricken tho illicit diamond buyers, for it
Is a matter of 13 years in prison to be con
vlcted of buying a stolen diamond. Defore
this stringent law many went
away from tho fields rich In a few years
who could not possibly hnvo made their
fortuno in any legitimate business in that
length of time. Men who havo boon sua
pected for years, but havo managed to
evado detection, have been pounced upou
by dotoctlves at most uncxticctcd mo
ments, but tho temptation Is so strong
that, despite tho penalty, tho practice still
goes on, but to a smaller extent than be
fore. New York Advertiser.

TON.

PopulUt KUUUtira Which I'rovo Sound
Money Matrment.

Tbo Arena, a Populist magazine, pub-
lishes a series of pictures intended to
show the great decreaso in the purchas-
ing power of a bale tf cotton, owing to
the alleged "demonetization" of silver.
The money value of the first bale is given
as $410.90 in 1805. Tho next in the
tame series is for 1870, when the money
value had shrunk to 119.90. Other
pictures give the varying values down
to 1894, tho conclusion from the whole
being that the luck of free silver bus
caused the full in the price of cotton.

How falso this argument is cau be
seen by looking at the figures quoted.
Between 18C5 and 1870 the price oi cot-

ton fell from 83.88 cents ier jiound to
23.98 cents. By 1873, the year of the
"crime," tho price had gone down to
18.80 cents. In other words, the money
value of a bule of cotton shrunk from
$416.90 in 1805 to $94, a difference
of $322.90, while tho country had free
coinage of silver at 10 to 1. Since that
time tho full in price has been much
less, having been only from $94 in 1873
to $39 in 1890 at the present quota-
tions of 7.80 cents per pound.

The history of cotton prices shows,
therefore, that under free silver the
price of a bale of cotton declined $322. 90,

in 1873, the largest crop during the
period from 180.1 to 1873, so that if in-

creased production caused the great do
cliue in price in one case it is suroh
fair to credit it, and not the steppage ol
free silver coinage, with the lower prices
of tho past 23 years.

Suppose You Should llr MUtakeiu

of capital. The silverites ure ti lling you
beautiful stories about the great voluim
of money w hich will be ready for loan-
ing at low rates of interest as wxiu at
we adopt tho silver standard. But sup-pos- o

the scheme should not work in the
way they expect? Supiose that as soon
as it becomes likely that a free coinage
law will be enacted there is n general
demand that all mortgages should at
once bo paid in full? Tho promise oi
cheap money when free silver comes
won't help you now. Where are you
going to get the money to pay off yout
mortgage? Do you suppose any man is
going to make loans while there is a
possibility of his being repaid in 50 cent
dollars? And if you can't raise the
money when it is called for, aud if your
farm is sold at a sacrifice, where will
yon be then?

Think theso things over. Don't be
fooled by tbo free silver idea that cheap
money means low rates of interest The
facts are just the other way. Interest is
far higher in all silver using countries
than in gold countries. If we go on the
silver standard the men who have capi-
tal to lend will charge moro interest
than they do now in order to cover the
risk of being repaid in depreciated sil-

ver dollars. So if you succeed in bor-

rowing under froo coiuago you will pay
higher interest on the loan. Ask any-
body who knows tho facts whether in-

terest is not much higher in Mexico, In-

dia or the silver South American coun-
tries than in the United States, Eng-
land or Germany, with their currency
based on gold. Then make up your mind
that you will vote for the financial sys-
tem which if left undisturbed will ben-
efit you for moro than free silver will

"Gold is the speculator's dollar" say
the advocates of the silver standard.
How about the cheap money period
from 1801 to 1S73? Did not speculation
of all kinds flourish then, and were not
the gamblers in bonds, stocks or farm
products greatly aided by the depreci-
ated and fluctuating currency?

Cheap money means dear goods. If
you want to pay doubled prices for w hat
you buy and take slim chances of get-

ting moro wages, vote for the 10 to 1

scheme.
